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public so that appropriate efforts can be taken by
others to avoid consequences that otherwise may
never be thought about seriously and certainly never
acted upon. To motivate toward prevention, dis-
semination of information must be done effectively,
but also accurately so that risks are not misperceived
and inappropriate choices toward the wrong invest-
ments in prevention are not made. We owe a debt to
Stroup and Thacker for making us focus upon the
possibilities of prevention in child care.
